defenseless foreign

released from the state insane asylum 
at AugusTd, following a formal de- 
mand from Attorney Jacob H. Ber- 
inan of Portland, who was em-ployed

iieved to he sound principles of ad 
ministration, that challenged the ad- 
miration of the country. 
With his 


experience, he does not hesitate to de 
dare that the Federal Congress has 
tcday all the power it ought to exer- 
cise. 


Sonic of our statesmen at 
Wash- 


ington see a chance 
through 
this 


amendment lo get a federal control 
of all the corporations of the country. 
The idea is that in order to. ascertain 
what Income a corporation, is earn- 
ing, access must be had to its books. 
This rlsht will be expanded little by 
little into a control of the entire bus- 
iness of the corporation. 
Such is 


the program. 
There are many busi- 


ness men who cling to the Idea that 
a Stale which, creates a corporation 
is better fitted to superintend its man- 
asenicnr than is the Government at 
Washington.

STORY PROVES BASELESS 


Reorganization Being Carried on Slow- 


ly and Quietly by Expert Who Will 


Do Away With the Antique Sys- 


tem—No Sweeping Changes Until 


Some Civil Service Retirement Act 


la Passed by Congress 


Washington, Oct. 20.—Treasury 


clerks were thrown into a panic by 
the publication in a local paper of a 
'story describing in alarming detail 
how Frederick A. Cleveland, the busi- 
ness expert, has been going through 
the department of late, discovering| 
inefficiency right and left, and recom- j 
mending discharge* and salary reduc- 
tions at a wholesale rate. 
j 


As a matter of fact, the story ap- 


parently was without foundation; but 
it attracted attention at the White 
House, which has given orders that 
its origin lie tracod. 
Cleveland came, 


to the treasury department about two 
weeks ago and after an introduction to 
the chief clerk, spent ten minutes In 
the office of the division of bookkeep- 
ing and warrants. As far as the re- 
sponsible officials of the department 
are Informed he has not. been In the 
building since. 


The actual work of reorganizing the 


treasury 
department 
is being done 


very slowly and quietly and without 
serious disturbance to anyone. 
Six 


months ago the department entered 
into a contract with Arthur Young, 
who has made a thorough examination 
of the antique system and of general 
business methods. This contract will 
expire Nov. 1 and will not bo -re- 
newed . 


Mr. Young put eight men to work 


and the treasury department placed 
alongside of every one of them a clerk 
of its own, selected especially because 
of his known efficiency and 
enter- 


prise. 
As a result, the department 


now has in hand a staff of trained in- 
vestigators of its own, educated by 
tJie hired experts, whose reports to 
the secretary and his assistants have 
proved 
exceedingly 
valuable. 
The 


general work of investigation Is being 
continued under the direction of a 
committee consisting of Comptroller 
of the Currency Murray, Mcrritt O. 
Chance, auditor for the postoffice de- 
partment, .and Chief Clerk Ludlow. 


The treasury department hesitates 


to rnnko sweeping chcanges In per- 
sonnel until congress shall have passed 
some kind of a civil service retire- 
ment act. 
Just before congress ad- 


journed it had been planned to put 
through a limited retirement bill which 
would have emibk-d the department to 
retire several hui'.drfd aged clerks at 
practically S1000 a year, but Senator 
Hale iieard of the 
scheme and 
sat 


down on it so hard 
that it 
never 


reached publicity, much less con- 
gress. 
Tho 
government, 
however, 


recognizes more and more of the need 
of a retirement law and the presi- 
dent, and his cabinet are confident they 
could save money enough from the 
operation of one to pay the 
whole 


cost. 


As far as the treasury department is 


concerned. Secretary MacVcagh has 
shown tenderness for the personal in- 
terest of his employes and has sys- 
tematically adopted a plan of rein- 
statement for younger employes in 
cases where '.ahbr-saving devices have 
thrown men and women out of work.
